Rome, Sept. 15. sie

“Tis the publick Talk chat a 
Marriage is coactu-led between ihe Cardinal de Me- 
dicis and the Second Daugier of she Duke de Gua- 
ftalla, and that the Cardinal will quit his Dignicy in 
November. We have a fufficient Confirmation of 
the Redugtion of the Ifland of Sardinia to theO- 
bedience of Charies HL We have the follow- 
ing Account from China. 

The Cardinal de Joursor, Patriarch of Antio- 
chia, fent by the Pope with rhe Commiifion of -Le- 
gue a Latere into China, arriv’d there in April 
705; and was at firft well receiv'd and favourably 
entertain'd by the Emperour. 

Before he came to Court, Father Vildelou, (one 
of the Prenck Jefuires who has been above 20 Years 
in that Kingdom, and whom the Fathers of that So- 
ciety have prsisd in tkeie printed. Pieces, as one of 
the beft Skil’d among them in the Chinefe Lan- 
guage,) came to him, and openly declar'd himfelf 
in Favour of the Ordinance of the Bithops of France 
againft the Proceedings cf that Society. 

This Cardinal de Touraon, Minifter of the holy 
See, forbid the J:fuites of Pekin to put up in the 
new Church they were building, a Picture having 
this Infcrip:ion Adore Heaven 3 aed being urg’d by 
the Emperour’s Officers to have more Complaifance, 
he declar’d (according to the Account of the Jefuites) 
that he would fooner lofe his H:ad, than confent 
that the Word Heaven thould be made Ufe of to 
fignify the true Ged. 

The Emperour being inform’d that the faid Car- 
dinal opgos'd the Superftitious Ulages of the Empire, 
which the Jefuires mainrain’d, efpous'd the Supertti- 
tions and Intereft of the Jefuiccs: The Cardinal was 
difmifs’d the Court, and treared unworthily. 

The Bithop of Conor,Doctor of the Houfe of Sor- 
bonne and Apoftolical Vicar of one of the 
Provinees of China , oppofing the {aid Super- 
ftitions, was confin’d as a Prifoaer, by Order of the 
Emperour, in the Houle of the J. faites at Pekin ; 
Where he remsin'd 4 Monch, wi he was banifh’d 
out of the Empire, witb a Prohibirion ever to re- 
turn thither. Jn the fame Sentence of Banithment 
Was included M. de BAczzafalce an Italian, Vicar of 
another Province of China. They were bath fent 
Prifoners togeiher ro Macao, where tbey iwbark'd 
on an Englith Ship, which casty’d them to Leeland 
in April 1708. 

At the Time rbey kfc China, there came-into 
the Provinces an Oxcer from the Emperour, which 
the Miifionaries.1o make their Appearance 

etCourt, to Petivion ia Whi ing for Peimiilion to 
fy in the Empire ; Which Permiflion wes 
norro be to them, bat on Cordi:ion that 
they thovld nos seach any other Doctrine contrary 
to that seceiy’d in the Empire, or to its Cyftoms. 
The Jefites add in their own Relations, that the 
perour had faid fe would expell all thofe who 
fhovld oppofe one Gngle Point of the Doctrine of 
Confucius. The foremention’d O.der concerns not 
only the prefent Mithonarics; burt alfo all thofe 
who hereafter may come into Chins. 
Cardinal de“Tournon beirg confulted what 
Ought to be dane on this Occafion, safwer'd, that 


when the Miffionaries thould appear before the Eom 


_ perour, or beture his Minifters, ‘twas cheir Dury to 


declare, that the Practice of the Jefuites was con’ 
dewn’d by the holy See; and char if they might not 
be permitted to continue in China, unlets on Cun< 
Gition to conform to that Practice, they muft fabmirc 
to be expeil’d. 

Fhe {aid Cardinal was in Chica in the Month of 
March 1707 ; but the Jefuires have reported within’ 
thefe few. Days that he 1s arriv’d in Ireland.
